THE COUNTESS CHATS. 
A Gossipy Interview With Madame 
Modjeska. 


The Polish Actress Discusses Various Lights 
of the Stage--Count Bozenta Also Joins in 
the Conversation--Langtry, Geistinger, 
Anderson and Galimeyer. 


A Post-DIsPATCH reporter rapped at the 
door of room 84 in the Southern Hotel, at 
noon to-day, the same apartments which 
wera occupied by Freddie’ Gebhardt 
during his late brief sojourn in the city. 
In a moment he was ushered into the parlor, 
where he met Count Bozenta, husband of 


Mme, Modjeska, to whom he had 
sent his card, in. search of the 
usual interview. ‘Madame will be 
here in a moment,” said the Count, 


who offered a cigarette and lit one himself. 
In a few minutes Modjeska entered, clad in 
a tasteful morning robe of variegated colored 


silk, and looking very pretty in the cos- 
tume, which suited her complexion admira- 
bly. Mme, Modjeska is seen to_ better ad- 
vantage in private than. on the stage. 
Her eyes,twhich are large, brown and beauti- 
ful, are not fully appreciated in the -glare of 
the gas-light, and her conversation, unre- 
strained by the lines of a play, is brilliant, 
entertaining and instructive. Modjeska 
talks upon a- subject with so much 
readiness and ease that she 
oon knocks out the interviewer, 
and leaves him trying to listen to one state- 
ment, while he is vainly endeavoring to re- 
member a dozen other good things she has 
said, with sufficient accuracy to get them 
right in the paper. 

‘Yuu know, 1 suppose,’’*said the reporter, 
“that I have come for the usual interview, 
and you are probably aware through experi- 
ence what a bore that kind of thing is.”’ 

“No,” said she, with a smile, “I can’t say 
that ldo. l usually avoid interviews. Itis 
so hard to talk when you are required to do 
so,and then often you say many things in pri- 
vate which look so different when you see 
them in print.” 

‘But still there are thousands of people 
who want toknow what Modjeska has to 
say, and the poor reporter must find it out 
for them.”’ 

“Now, what have I to say? I am sure 
that I am pleased with St. Louis peo- 
ple, because they have always shown that 
they have been pleased-with me. I am grate- 
ful and 1 remember my friends, among 
whom I think there are numbers in 
St. Leuis.” 

“Is there a large German population in 
your ony ?” asked the Count. 

“Yes, indeed. You may judge of that from 
the fact that Gallmeyer and Geistinger, who 
play altogether in German, draw more crowd- 
ed houses than almost any other stars.”’ 

“Ah,” said Madame, “but they are great 
artistes. They rank very highin Europe. 
Gallmeyer and Geistinger are deserving of 
all the patronage and all the praise they 


et. 
“Yes,” guid, dhe Count, “Geistinger is a 


great artis 
But,” said Madame, “she does not com- 
Te with er. Gallmeyer. is a gen- 
us. She makes more out of a part through 
her originality: andg¢genius,than almost any 
actress | ever saw. Gallmeyer is the em- 
bodiment of that bright Viennese wit. She 
can read a play, with the author, and her 
suggestions, as she learns it, are 
worth more than his dialogue. 
Gallmeyer creates where Geistinger imi- 
tates.” 


“I was talking to Patti about you,” said 
the reporter. _ “1 asked her whether she had 
seen your ‘Camille,’ and she said that she 
had a great desire to witness it, especially 
as sbe was so fond of the similar part in 
‘Traviata.’”’ 

‘Ah, Madame Patti never goes to the thea- 
ter. Albani, Treboni and the other artists 
all came in London, but Mme. Patti, never. 
I think Signor Nicolini aoes not wish her to 
goout. Il would like to witness her “Tray- 
lata.’ I saw her only once in the ‘Barber of 
Seville.’ as Rosina and she was grand. No 
artist can sing like her. Il rose froiu my seat 
and waved my handkerchief with delight. 
‘That is very rare for me, too,” said Madame, 
‘for 1 listen to music with a coldly critical 
ear.” 

‘Patti would like you for an auditor, be- 
cause she values applause very highly.” 

**I guess every artist does. I will confess 
1 do. Galimeyer, you know, has 
no patience with a cold audience. 
She wiil rail at an audience that does not ap- 
preciate her, say bad things and often turn 
her back and mutter at them savagely,” and 
Modjeska pouted her face to represent “‘Jol- 
lie Josie’ inanger. ‘“Formy part, 1 would 
rather have no applause at all, then this little 
weak applause that one meets with now and 
then. Itis disagreeable to an artist to meet with 
an audience so chilly, so lukewarm that you 
do not know whether they are asleep or not,’ 
and Modjeska shuddered at the image she 
had conjured up. 

‘‘You find America a much better field than 
Europe, do you not?’ 

“Oh, yes,” said Mme. Modjeska’s hus- 
band. “In Europe there are two or three 
laces that dre great for theaters, Madrid, 
or instance, and St. Petersburg, but there 
they are good for only two months. Here 
you come and travel for six or eight months 
a year and find people anxious to see you all 
the time.” ; 

‘Is London a good stand?” to use the man- 
ager’s jargon?” 

“Oh,yes,” said Monsieur, “but you see the 
English dine late, and custoin would haye 
them at the dinner-table when it is theater 
time. As a consequence, they lose their din- 
ner, or have to hasten through it when they 
go to the play, and are therefore, sometinies, 
not in a mood to be pleased.” 

“If Lam to have any choice of cities,” in- 
terrupted Modjeska, “give me Dublin. 
There the audiences are most rapturous in 
their applause, most enthusiastic, most gen- 
erous. t like Dublin above any place that I 
have ever been.”’ 

‘‘You have seen Mrs. Langtry, of course ?’’ 
“Not upon the stage. I saw her in Lon- 
don very often. Did she do well here?” 
‘Yes, she made consijterable money in St. 
Louis, but there was a great deal of talk 
about Mr. Gebhardt, and the on ro was 
that she went away not well satisfied.” 

“If Mrs. Langtry’ were a great actress,” 
said Muodjeska, reflectively, “the pubiic 
would not trouble themselves about whom 
she loved. ‘They can nut discuss her art, be- 
cause she is nut yet an actress, and they talk 
about Mr. Gebhardt as a consequence.’ 

“She seemed to be a pieasant, satis- 
fied little women in Engiand, when I 
last saw her,”’ said Monsieur. 

‘‘And she might have become an actress 
had she remained at the Haymarket, a 
learned the art, beginning atthe beginniny,” 
Modjeska continued, “1 think, though, she 
is a woman who wants noney, who dves not 
pretend that she is an actress. People come 
to see because she is heralded as beauti- 
ful, and it is hardly fair to blame her as an 
actress, when she has laid no claims that 


way.” 

Does she not appear to better advantage 
off the stage than on it?’’ queried the Count. 
“Yes, that is the general verdict.” 

“Oh, I should think so, because she has 
that beautiful complexion, and everybody 
paints upon the stage, you know. I think,

“Tam much interested in Mary Andersé 
and I think her future most promising,” sa 
Modjeska. 

“Is not the impression somewhat general 
that she does not show sufticient improve- 
ment for the time she has been before the 
public?” suggested the reporter. 

“There is always a time in an actress’ life 
when she goes down, and then rises again. 
That rise has, perhaps, not yet arrived for 
Anderson.” 

*‘And love alone can cause it,” said Mon- 
sieur, as he passed a cigarette to the report- 
er and lit one himself. 

“But Anderson is said to be cold and un- 
impassioned, and she makes love like an ice- 


berg. 

‘Fhere is no such thing asa cold and un- 
impassioned girl,” interjected Madame Mod- 
jeska, warmly. ‘‘Anderson may seem so, be- 
cause she has not metthe right person, 
She will meet him, however, and that will 
remedy her apparent coldness to which you

THE WRESTLING MATCH. 


Ex-Gov. Chas. P. Johnson Will Prevent 
the Muldoon-Bibby Contest. 


During the past week arrangements were 
made for a Greco-Roman wrestling matchibe- 
tween William Muldoon and Edwin Bibby 
to take place to-morrow afternoon at the 
Olympic Theater. The religious feelings of a 
number of citizens have been aroused against 
these violations of the Sabbath and it has been 


decided to prevent the occurrence pro- 
rammed for to-morrow. Governor Charles 

. Johnson has been retained to take steps to 
srevent the exhibition which Muldoon and 

3ibby proposed to give. The Governor was 
seen this morning in the Criminal Court and 
asked about the movement for the enforce- 
ment of the law, and said: ‘*Yes, I have been 
retained by several gentlemen to prevent 
these men from giving a wrestling exhibition 
to-morrow.” 

“Is the movement set on foot by the clhureh 

»ple ?”” 

“Not exactly. I was called on by some 
gentlemen of the respectable element of the 
community and retained to take steps look- 
ing towards the prevention of this match.”’ 

“What do you propose to do?” . 

“I have been so busily_engaged inthe R. 
§. Montgomery trial that I have not had time 
to examine the law onths point, but I can 
tell you that this Sunday exhibition will not 
take place.”’ 

There are several sections of law govern- 
ing just such cases as the above, and the city 
ordinances as well asthe statutes of Mis- 
souri are clear upon the subject. According 
to them it is unlawful to give any exhibition 
on Sunday, and such games as boxing, spar- 
ring, wrestling and cock-fighting are special- 
ly mentioned in this particular. Any of these 


are classed as misdemeanors, punisha- 
ble by fine and imprisonment in 
jail. There is also a law’ which 


prohibits even upon week-days all sparring 
and wrestling exhibitions, but this section 
will not be referred to, it is said, as it is only 
the giving of the exhibition on Sundzy that 
appears to be the objectionable feature. If 
the men appear upon the stage to-morrow 
they will be arrested and prosecuted under 
the State law. It is understood that war- 
rants are to be issued to offwers stationed in 
the theater ready to serve the same provided 
any attempt is wade to give the exhibition.

THE GRACO-ROMAN DRAMA. — 

Few Shakspearian revivals have been 
more successful than the recent production 
in this city of the play ‘‘As You Like It,” 
with the most eminent Gierco-Roman talent 
of the day billed for the part of Charles, 
the Duke’s wrestler. The part of Charles 
is brief but expressive, and the manner in 
which Mr. MULDOON grappled with his sub- 
ject, his comprehensive grasp of the subtle 
ties and intricacies of the part, afd held 
it up to pub'ic view, were all new 
revelations of the sublime and all-per- 
vading genius of SHAKSPEARE. So in- 
tense was the interest in this characte r- 
study that the audience held their breath 
while Orlando lost his, and when Charles 
was carried out with his legs -very stiff and 
his gaze fixed on the flies, it was felt that a 
new character had been added to the SUAKSs- 
PEARE gallery, and that the plastic talent 
Lof a MuLpoon had moulded for all future 
time the new embodiment of the creative ge- 
nius of “the divine WILLIAM.” 

Now, sohuid not the drama avail itself 
of this new addition to its resources? The 
part of MuLDOON was created by SHAKS- 
PEABE especially for the play of ‘‘As You 
Like It,” and for no other, but this was only 
because SHAKSPEARE did not know how the 
thing would work. We areconftident that if 
he had been favored with the dramatic 
revelation which has drawn such{ull houses 
in St. Louis this week he would have ar- 
ranged a part for a Renaissance MULDOON 
in all of his plays, 

It is easy to adapt SHAKSPEARE to MUL- 
DOON ; the place seems to be waiting only 
for the man to fill it. In ‘“I'welfth Night,” 
for instance, how naturally a Greco-Roman 
contest could be introduced. Viola is cast 
uponthe shore of Dlyria, under circum- 
stances which make her prefer a tire-proof 
hotel—why not introduce a hotel runner, ap- 
pareled chiefly in his cheek, who will not de- 
sist until the ship captain gets an Orlando 
grip on him, holds his wrists,shakes his head 
rapidly to see if it is on tight, turns three 
involuntary somersaults over his brawny 
neck and then flattens him out with the in- 
trinsic superiority of 150 pounds of virtue 
over 200 pounds of villainy. In “Hamlet” 
the wrestling match would naturally occur 
in the grave yard. In “Othello” and 
“Macbeth” there are opportunities in 
every act, although of course it is better to 
have the Greco-Roman character disposed 
of in the first act and thus prevent the possi- 
bility of catching cold, to which, he is exposed 
through the airy and attenuated conforma- 
tion of his habiliments. 

As ladies who starin Juliet and Rosalind 
are also fond of the modern emotional! drama, 
it would be necessary to fitin a Greco-Roman 
part in such plays as ‘“Frou-Frou” and 
“Camille” and ‘“‘The Lady of Lyons;”’ but 
there is less difficulty of adaptation here than 
in SHAKSPEARE’s plays. The Greco-Roman 
part could be taken by a hotel-waiter in 
Venice, or by a “bouncer” in the circle of 
Camille’s friends, or an old chum of Claude 
Melnotte’s could be faked up, to be thrown 
by Claude, in spite of the disparity in the 
muscular development of their respective 
calves. In fact, when one thinks of it, it is 
easier to work a MULDOON business into a 
play than it 1s to do without it, and 
when one thinks of the substantial addition 
tothe sale of seats which is guaranteed 
by such an addition to the attractions of the 
programme it is not hard to foresee the time 
when no combination will be complete uniess 
it has the name of its MULDOON sandwiched 
in between the leading juvenile and the first 
old man. 
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THE EXPOSITION. 

We trust that the Sunday morning papers 
will have the pleasure of announcing as 
the result of the meeting to-night that the 
Exposition project has been put into final 
shape and form and set upon its feet, its 
dimensions known, and all its parts har- 
moniously arranged and challenging the ad- 
miration of beholders.

FIGHTING IMPROVEMENTS. 
St. Louis has not many of the improve- 
ments which a great city should have, but it 
has none which has not been resisted vigor- 


come forward nor make any display of en- 
ergy except in opposition to the city’s wel- 
fare. The purchase of Lafayette Park and 
of Washington Square was opposed in the 
ablest manner, though unsuccessfully, but 
when an attempt was made, some twenty- 
five years ago, to secure the hizgh’and wooded 
Camp Jackson site for a park, the best citi- 
zens put their feet down and stamped the 
proposition to death. 

The bridge was bitterly fought by wealthy 
citizens who had no adverse interest in the 
matter; the Poplar street track was resisted 
before it was laid down, and after it was 
laid down the Mayor himself appeared with 
a pick-axe squad to take itup. The forma- 
tion of a Grain Exchange and elevator sys- 
tem of handling wheat was successful only 
against the opposition of eminently respecta- 
ble, wealthy and prosperous old citizens, the 
same class who are now fighting street re- 
construction and elevated - Railroads. 

We dislike to speak harshly of any class of 
citizens, but the record made by the obstruc- 
tionists in St. Louis is so notorious and dis- 
graceful, ithas doneso much tohurt the 
city at home and .to giveit a bad name 
abroad, that it is time to speak out plainly 
and call things by their right names, There 
is a very strong and bitter public feeling 
growing up against these ob structionists, and 
further resistance to improvements will only 
aggravate it. Itis time for the old fogies of 
St. Louis to change their policy, and if they 
can do nothing to belp St. Louis they can at 
least refrain from devoting so much super- 


fluous energy to hurting it.

Tur proposed route of the St. Louis Belt 
Railway, which is carefully mapped out to 
spoil every drive in the city, and to cut off 
all communication with the parks and ceme- 
teries, is a matter which the Council should 
examine with very careful scrutiny.

To put the whole argument ina 
word there is no reason for putting the Belt 
inside the parks instead of along its natural 
and economic course through the Hodia- 
mont Valley, and there are many reasons 
against such a wanton and unnecessary des- 
truction of real estate values in the West 
End. ‘The proposed charter is dangerous and 
vague, It gives away municipal property 
for which much money might be received, 
and finally no man seems able to say of 
whom the St. Louis Belt Railway is com- 
posed, what capital it has, or what guaran- 
tee itcan give thatit will fulfill its side of 
the bargain. A Belt Road will not be prop- 
erly built until its route shall bave been first 
determined by the municipal authorities and 
the franchise then given to those who will 
pay the most for it. °

OUR MAIL POUCH, 


The Supreme Court Can Relieve Itself, 
KIRK WOOD, February 1, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Whilst generally agreeing with you upon pub- 
lic issues, I cannot think the prospects for our 
Supreme Court so very dark, if the court will but 
become its own Savior, and so change its rules, 
(over which it has almost absolute control) as to 
make them better conform to the time at its dis- 
posal and the demands upon such time. The 
change would be radical,to be sure, but terse, and 
in my opinion, so effectually accomplishing the 
object desired that none could complain. 

Say one-fourth more cases go up than can be 
each year disposed of. Is it not a fact one-half of 
the time of the court is consumed in listening to 
oral arguments of counsel? Despite, too, the fact 
that the rules of the court confine the court toa 
consideration of only such facts as are set out in 


a written or printed bill of exceptions and coun- 
sel are required to submit in writing a concise 
statement of the facts of the case and the legal 
authorities relied upon by them in support of their 
respective positions. What, I submit,.is left for an 
oral argument to effect’? Surely if the mind of 
the court is liable to be reached through an argu- 
ment addressed it through its ears, days and 
weeks before the issues are reflected upon, the 
same point could be better preserved and made 
more effective by submitting it in writing through 
the eyes of the court at the very moment the 
mind is about to so reflect thereon. 

My suggestion, therefore, is: To first submit all 
cases in writing tothe court. If, upon consulta- 
tion, no new pemmeiyees of law are found to be in- 
volved, and the judges are unanimous in their 
conclusions, let the opinion be promulgated, since 
it would be the beigit of egotism in any counsel 
to suppose any argument by him could have re- 
versed a conclusion sv reached. Lf, upon such 
consideration, the court are divided in opinion, 
then let counsel be notified and oral argument be 
heard upon those points as to which the aifference 
of opinion exists. For sueh arguinent the minds 
of the court are prepared, and are affected accord- 
ingly, and it may dv much toward reaching a 
unanimous opinion. Cases upon which the court. 
su devide are but a sma! percentage of the dock- 
et, so that, with half the time of the court thus 
saved, these could be thus carefully heard and 
disposed of, aud the docket so rapidly disposed of 
that, before the next Cunstututional Convention, in 
1885, 1t will have been cleaned up. And, the emer- 
gency no longer existiug, the court Can be reor- 
ganized by the light of tue past lo best meet the 
spirit of the coming decade. Tie change suggest- 
ed, 1 submit, can injure no one—will secure the 
relief sought after, aud is only putting into practl- 
cal operation the old maxim that “whatis worth 
dving is wrth doing in the best possible man- 
ner,’ ergo, Whatis worthy of being addressed a 
Supreme Court orally, snouid and would with 
more dignity be addressed it in writing, With much 
saving of tilne.

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Frauds in Coal Measure. 
Sr. Louis, February 2, 1883. 

To the Fditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read in yesterday’s issue of the P.-D. an artl- 
cle on “Weights and Measures.” Ip a conversa- 
tion between the reporter and Inspector Rudolph 
the latter gentleman is reported as saying that, to 
his knowledge, the coal dealers of St. Louis were 
not, barring collusion with city weighers, given 
to dishonest practices. Now, Mr. Editor, with 
your permission, I would like to call the Inspec- 


tor’s attention to a scheme peculiar to coal 
dealers, and practiced by nine out of 
ten «of them, to defraud the small con- 
suiners. For instance: A customer having 
ordered a load of coal sent to his residence, the 
dishonest coa! dealer drives to the Cars, puls on a 
load of, say 120 bushels, which, after being 
weighed by the city weigher, he takes directly 
back to his place of business and dumps in tlie 
yard and pockets the ticket given him by the 
seale tender. Then he go@s to the cars once more 
and puts on a much smailer load, say 100 bushels 
this time. This load he delivers at the customer's 
residence, and preseuts the ticket certifying that 
the load contains 120 bushels, tothe lauy of the 
house usually, Who, having a very Vague idea of 
the size a pile of coal of 120 
bushels should be, signs the ticket, 
and the consumer pays an exorbitant price tor 
twenty bushels of coal which he never recelved, 
is there no way oi putting a stop to this dishon- 
est practice? At least it would seem so, judging 
from the nuinber of cases that have come under

But,asa matter of fact, 
society in St. Louis could easily do all the repent- 
ing that Is needed in forty hours or forty minutes, 
for the present season has been the least exciting I 
can recall in a long experience of St. Louis. The 
leading dancing clubs have had their hops, there 
has been a masquerade party or two, and two or 
three - debutantes have been given a send- 
off, but that is about all. There has not been 
any memorable event of any kind, any new idea. 
nor a sensation, nora distinguished foreigner to 
be entertained, nor a wedding to make people 
talk—(I:hear there is to be one after Lent). No, the 
season has not been a success;a very limited 
ration of sack cloth and ashes will answer the 


purpose, 


In which city are the young women most intel- 
lectual?

is one which has worried this venerable city ever 
since narrow-minded Yankees began coming here, 
and throwing doubts on the blessings of slavery. 
A few faint feeble glimmering sparks of that old 
spirit of jealousy and isolation still linger and 
their suryival does the city heaps of harm. They 
should be put ont. 


ONE reason why I am anxious to see foreign capi- 
tal come Inand build an Elevated Railway or some- 
thing of the kind is because St. Louis capital has 
so often got caught in a tight place. The 8t. Louis 
men who went into the bridge—Eads, Dickson, 
Bates, McPherson and all that crowd—came out 
short. Jay Gould bought the North Missouri 
Road for less than it cost the St. Louls capitalists 
to build it. The K. P. cost more to the men who 
built it than to the man who bought it. Very few 
of the stibscribers to the old Missouri Pacific 
stock ever got their money back. Yet all of these 
properties are now valuable and paying interest 
on ‘several-times their cost. lIustead of having St. 
Louis buila houses for other fellows to live 1n, St, 
Louis wants to have the other fellow build houses 
for her folks to live in. 


A GREAT many people ask me if I will not say 
something about the “right to hiss,” and I take 
great pleasure in saying that in the present state 
of the drama and of society in St. Louits, people 
who cannot restrain their propensity to anseripe 
sibillation are much better outside of 4 theater 
than in it. Hissingin Europe is a well recog 

nized institution applied exclusively to new plage 
or new operas or companies. In this country 
there are very few people whe want to hiss under 
any circumstances, and their iusignificant minor- 
ity are guilty of a gross breach of good manners 
and of good taste when they inflict their disagree.

not be introduced among us exceptas a desper- 
ate resort. We are better “‘midout it.”

From Acts iii; 12-21.

The healing of the lame man (Acts iv:1-2 
made a protound impression in Jerusalem. 
(Acts iv:16). As he clung in love and grati- 
tude to his benefactors, a vast audience, 
many of which were fainiliar with his prev!- 
ous sad condition,assembled ; and Peter, se1z- 
ing this favorable opportunity, preached to 
them. His audience was purely Jewish. He 
therefore confines himself to a Jewish point 
of view in his address, which embraces the 
two principal divisions. First, the author 
and purpose of the miracle; secondly, an ap 
peal to repentance. 

THE AUTHOR AND PURPOSE. 
Acts iii 3:12-16., 

(12) And when Peter sawit, he answered unto 
the people, Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at 
this man? or why fasten ye your eves On US, 4S 
though by our own power or godliness we had 
made him to walk? (15) The God of Abraham 
and of Isaae, and of Jacob.the God of our fathers. 
hath glorified his servant Jesus, whom ve deliv- 
ered up and denied before the face of Pilate, when 
he had deterinined to release him. (14) But ye de- 
nied the Holy and Righteous One, and asked for 
a murderer to be granted unto you, and killed the 
Prince of life (15) whom God raised from the dead 
whereof we are witnesses. (16) And by faith in 
his name hath his name made this man_ strong, 
whom ve behold and know; yes, the faith which 
is through him hath giver him this perfect sound-

Verse 12. “The Audience.” When Peter 
saw the multitude of people and their aston- 
isement at the cure expressed in their coun- 
tenances, words and actions he proceeded to 
speak to them, addressing them as Jews— 
“Ye men of Israel,”’’—and in such away as 
to furnish the explanation which their eager 
Pooks seemed to ask for. *“‘Why marvel ye at 
this man?’ that is, at his cure. 
“Or why fasten ye your eyes upon us?” 
Why look upon us rather than upon Christ, 
to whom the miracles ought to direct your 
attention? The people had reason to won-

The Cave Dwellers. 
From the Gunnison Review Press. 


Colonel James Stephenson, of the bureau 
of ethnology, has returned from New Mexico 
where he has been making some further ex- 
plorations of the ancient cliff towns. He has 
made an important discovery, which is be- 
lieved to detinitely fix the cave dwellers ata 
much later period than bas been supposed 
by archeologists. It has been taught here- 
tofore that these cave dweilers lived far back 
in the distant past measured by a hundred 
ages. Colone! Stephenson’s discoveries in- 
dicate that no more than three centuries ago 
they were:living in these habitations carved 
out of the face of the cliffs, and that the race 
is of comparatively recent time. The con- 
clusion is arrived at by the finding of a lot of 
mummieswell preserved, found in position 
in a cyst encansed in a fabric woven froma 
material resembling cotton. Upon close ex- 
amination, however, it is found that the 
cloth, instead of cotton, is made from the 
fibre of a reed similar to flax, Specimens of 
the reed, with its roost and stalk stil] per- 
served, were found in the remains of a 
house, which opens the way toa detinite as- 
certainment of the material used. An an- 
cient Spanish writer who visited this country 
not over three centuries ago gives an account 
of these people with adesecription of the 
cloth of which they made their garments. 
and other particulars about the customs of 
the natives, which are substantiated by Col- 
onel Stephenson’s recent tind. The mummies 
also are closed in a kind of neatly made sandal 
which affords another point of identitication, 
Beside the mummies, Colone] Siephensen 
brought 15,000 pounds of pottery.

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QUEENSTOWN, IRELAND, January 9. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

While in America daily more and more 
was impressed on my mind the great need of 
a larger organization of the strength of the 
Irish-American nation in aid of immigrants. 
Now I am utterly opposed to the English 
policy of State-aided emigration. I belieye 
it to be fatal and misleading, useless in 
itself, and only fit to turn the attention from 
the*more potent remedy of land reform, in- 
dustrial revival, and, before and above all, 
self-government. But I cannot close ny eyes 
to the fact that a large part of Ireland is in 
deep distress, that starvation isin parts im- 
minent, that the steamship companies have 
lowered their fares, and that in America 
there is at presenta fair prosperity. That 
these circumstances combined will produce 
a heavy emigration next year I look upon as 
certain. Nodeclamation will prevent it. 
Apart entirely from the Government emigra- 
tion, a large number, probably not less than 
60,000 or 70,000 people, will leave the shores 
of Ireland next year. Of these the largest 
proportion will go to the United States, 

Some will have anoney enough to go west to 
friends, but many will not. Of these how 
large a proportion will be victims to the 
traps and snares of the great cities? How 
many girls, whose life in America should be 
as the pure and heaithy mothers of a noble 
people, will be led astray into the foul dens 
of New York? How many young men who 
mnight bring wealth and honor to the Irish 
name will sink into the life of saloon board- 
ing-houses ? 

How many fathers of families, who, forced 
by the distress at home to flee to. America, 
left behind wife and children to thejmercy 
will of neighbors as poor as themselves, 
will week aiter week meet disappointment 
week after week dread to write home the 
empty letter, will try for work with the anx- 
iety of despair, and yet will Know of -weaith 
inthe West while they famishin the East, 
while wife and children will drift into the 
W ork-house in Ireland? 

Aud all the while these men, these women 
wouid be invaluable if in their right places, 
on the Western lands, in the young cities or 
on the great railways. If they even knew 
where @ertainly to ind the work they might 
shift to get there, All that is wanted is 
organization. Surely Lrishmen who unite so 
readily in societies might unite in this ob- 
ject, which would turn a national weakness 
into strength. A poor, ignorant man leaves 
[reland: he sinks to the lowest level in’ the 
great cities. He is lost to lreland, his name 
and race are blotted out, his children die, or 
'if they live it is too often a life of shame. 
| See on the other hand what mignt be done 
with these sons of God and Lreland. Men of 
the West, unite, stretch out your hands to 
ineet the weak ones of your nation on the 
first landing: provide a small sum to advance 
means to take them where their work would 
be valuable. 

But union is far more wanted than money. 
Let us take any great Irish city in the West, 
say Chicago. Let the Lrishmen there form a 
commiutiee, ascertain Where and what sort 
ot labor is required in the State of Ltlinois. 
Let them send such information to the 
agents of the society at the Eastern ports. 
In Philadelphia the agents of the C. T. A. 
Union and of the Hibernian Society are 
already at work, and both would and ecould 
work directly with any Western society. Let 
the committee arrange with some house of 
good sisters to receive girls in Chicago while 
places are being found for them. Let coffee 
boarding-houses forthe young men take the 
place of the Saloon boardinz-houses. They 
may be made to pay equally well and lead to 
good instead of evil. 

Let the clergy of the great church which 
has so long led Irishmen upward again take 
tueir place in this great movements Let the 
holy women of the church think not alone 
of rescuing the lost, but rather of preserving 
the uustained vouth of their sex. I believe 
1 inay say with certainty that the immigrant 
ship is no longer the scene of vice as it was. 
The unmigrant reaches the shores of America 
uncontaminated, but then how many evils 
lie in wait for him. The scandals daily being 
revealed in connection with Castle Garden 


and well-nigh cut loose the cord of life in a 
drunken frenzy. The bullet just missed his 
temple. 

A handsome tomb-stone? Well, rather.

Did Gambetta Intend to Marry Her? 


Gambetta’s relation to the woman who was 
accused of firing the pistol shot that uiti- 
mately caused his death is becoming a mat- 
ter of almost violent dispute, and the version 
set forth by an intimate friend of Gambetta 
through the Genevas correspondent of the 
London Times is interesting: ‘Mile. Leonie 
Leon,” he says—it will be noticed that he 
speaks of ber as an unmarried woman—“‘is 
the daughter of an officer of high rank who 
died several years ago. She is now about 
thirty-five yearsold. Hér tace, though : ot 
beautiful, isexceedingiy expressive and sym- 
pathetic, and she is intelligent and well edu- 
cated. At the time of the war with Ger- 
many she conceived for Gambetta an ar- 
dent admiration, and in 1872 she wrote to 
him. This led to an interview, and from that 
time to the end their correspondence and 
their intimacy continued without interrup- 
ruption. But they saw each other very 
rarely, and nearly always at Ville d’Avray, 

where he hardly received anyone save Mile, 

Leon. Nevertheless, they exchanged letters 
daily; and those who know Gambetta best 
say that these letters - contained a com- 
plete record of his life, his labors and his 
tnoushts during the last ten years of his 
life. Mile, Leon was in tne habit of giving 
him an account of foreign journals and 
books, Which she read diligently for this 
purpose. The question of marriage was

for a long time the lady, hearing that Gam- 
betta’s influence migut be thereby impaired, 

refused to become his wife. Last autumn, 

however, it was finally decided that they 

should be married, and of this severai per- 
sons were informed.
